TREAT* OT GHENT SIGNED
100 YEHBS AGO TO-DAY

I'eople of United States and Great
Britain Will Observe

Anniversary.
ELABORATE rivANB CHANGED

Wnr Upsets Serios of Celebrations in
Tills Country and Europe.Ameri¬
can and British Communications on
(Significance of Centenary.
NEW YORK, December 23..The

people of the linited States and Groat
Britain to morrow will observe the
one hundredth anniversary of the slgn-
in(f of tht» treaty of Ghent by remind¬
ing themselves that the day marks a
century of peace among Engllsh-speak-
InK nations. The original plans called
for a series of celebrations in this
country and Europe.

It was to have begun. In Ghent on
Christmas Eve with a banrjuet tendered
by the Burgomaster to fifty representa¬
tives of the United States, fifty Eng¬
lishmen and fifty Canadians In the hall
where the treaty was signed. ThlB
plan is upset by the fact that the
ancient Belgian city now Is occupied
by the Germans with whom England
is at war.

I'o mark the day, the American and
British committees, which had been
arranged for the peace centenary, is¬
sued communications for simultaneous
publication on Thursday morning in the
newspapers in England and the United
States.
The British statement expresses the

hope that the disarmed frontier be¬
tween the United States and Canada
may long continue as an example to
the- world of the safe defense of mutual
respect and trust in the affairs .of naT
tlons, and prays that "the peace be-
tween the British and American demo¬
cracies, which has .-so long endured, may
never be broken."

WASHINGTON HOMK
TO IIK I'ltKSK.NTKI) TO AMERICA

The British committee has purchased
Sulgrave Manor, the ancestral home of
George Washington, In England, with!
a view to presenting It to the Amerl-
can people, but this feature of the cele¬
bration also has been postponed until
after the war.
The American committee, notwith¬

standing the war, purposes to carry!
out, in part, its original intention of
celebrating the peace centenary, and

j in Its communication, issued over the
signature of a number of widely known!
citizens, urges suitable commemora¬
tion of ratification of the tr« aty by the'
United States, which followed lmmedl-
ately upon the arrival of Its draft In
February, 1814. The dates specified are
February 17 and IS for formal ad¬
dresses at State capitals, and February
21! for exercises in the schools. The
American communication is as follows:
"One hundred years ago to-day there

was signed at Ghent, In Flanders, the
treaty of peace between Great Britain
and the United States, which marked
the close of what has happily proved j
to be the last war between English
speaking peoples of the earth. To-day
the city of Ghent is at the very centre
of the terrible conflict that rages in
Europe.
"The American Peace Centenary

Committee cannot permit this annlver-
sary to pass without Inviting the
thoughtful attention of their fellow-
citizens to the contrast presented by
tin- century-long period of peace, which
English-speaking peoples have en-
Joyed among themselves on the one
hand, and the appalling destruction of
life, property and great monuments of
civilization which the European war j
Involves on the other. It had been i
our confident hope that the example
which the English-speaking peoples
have set in their relations with each
other would be followed by the other
great nations of the earth in their sev¬
eral international relations. It had
heen our earnest desire that the spirit
of peaceful and friendly co-operation
which each of these peoples manifests
toward the people of the United States
would also mark their dealings with
one anohter. Unfortunately this was
not to be, and we are sorrowfully
called upon to mark our eentenarv
celebration In the midst of the most
terrible and destructive war that his-
toiy records.

"Kven at such a time we must avow
once more our emphatic faith in the
supremacy of Justico over force, of
law over might. We rejoice in the
peaceful relations of 100 years amongall English-speaking peoples, and par¬ticularly In the undefended and unfor¬
tified Sine nearly -100 miles in length,which divides the territory of the
l.'nited States from that of the Domin¬
ion of Canada. The mutual trust, for-
boaranee and helpfulness which n\akethat undefended boundary a link and
not a harrier between two peoples, we
offer as an example to our warringbrothers across the sea.

"It had been our purpose, when our
committee was organized In 1910, to
plan for a great celebration of the
centenary anniversary by various me'li-
o<ls which have now, hecnuse of the
terrible war which Is still convulsingKurope and disturbing the whole world,become impracticable until the close
of the conflict.
"But we appeal to the people in all

the States and to all civic bodies to
mark this notable anniversary by suit¬
able exercises In churches of all de¬
nominations on the l-sth of February,the date agreed upon for that purposewith our associate, the Canadian com¬
mittee; by formal addresses at the
capitals of the respective States on
the 17th and IStli of February, the
dates of the ratification and proclama¬
tion of the treaty, and also by appro¬priate exercises in all the schools on
the 22d day of February, or on such
later date or dates in the spring of
1!) 15 as may be locally deemed pre¬
ferable:
"By which all the children of Amer¬

ica should be instructed on the signifi¬
cance of this great event, and of the
happy prospect which Is assured to us,
in Spite of this horrible war. of an¬
other century of continued peace be¬
tween all the English-speaking peoples
of the world."

THEATY SIGNED IN 1814

OX CIIH19TMA9 EVE
The British committee's statementis:
"On Christmas Eve. 1814, In the old

Carthuslsin Monastery. In the city of
Ghent, the plenipotentiaries of Great
Britain and the United States signedthe treaty of Ghent, which brought to
a closo the> last war between tho greatEnglish-speaking peoples. There have
been many and grave Anglo-American
disputes and dllllcultles since then, but
they have all been dealt with success¬
fully by the machinery of conciliation
and arbitration. To-day these two na¬
tions can rejoice together over the
significant achievement of a completed
century of peace. Preparations to
mark tho century by an impressiveseries of public ceremonies und byv/orks of permanent value, have been
In progress for some time, under the
auspices of representative national
committees of Great Britain, the United
States of America andt tho Dominion
of Canada.
"The outbreak of the terrible Euro¬

pean war, in which our country lias
been called to take part in the defense
of the faith of treaties, and in the de¬
fense of smaller and weaker nationali¬
ties, has Interfered with our projectsfor the celebration and compelled a
postponement.
"The noble city of Ghent is In the

occupation of a hostile soldiery. Doth
the Belgian people and ourselves arc
absotbed in the tasks and sacrifices
made necessary by the nature of the jstruggle to which th^y nrc pledged,We must hold over our rejoicings for
the blessings of the 100 years of Brit- jlsh-Amerlcan peace until the European
war is over.

"To-d.ay we can only recall to the
public mind with deep thankfulness
the country's record of peacefultriumphs which is now completed; and
utter the prayer that the peace be¬
tween the British and American
democracies, which has so long en¬
dured, may never be broken, and that
the disarmed frontier between the
United States and Canada may longcontinue as an example to the world
of the safe defense of mutual respectand trust In the affairs of nations.
"The time will, we hope, come when

we can announce a new celebration of
the hundred years' peace, when the
story of what the English-speakingpeoples have accomplished may bring I
good cheer and fresh courage to a
world exhausted by war.'

"In the meantime, we salute ourAmerican cousins with a greeting of
good will."
The communication is signed by Earl

Grey. Lord Cowdray, the Duchess of
Marlborough, Viscount James Bryce,Marry Brlttaln, and a score of others,all of whom are ofllcers or members of
the British Centenary Committee.

IN HANDS OF RECEIVER

Deerrnnetl Demand for Itecr, Adverse
legislation anil Voting "l)rt" of

Many States Given as Cause.

pany, a $12.000,000 corporation, went!into the hands of receivers to-day onorder of the Federal District Court,
Decreased demand for be»*r, adverselegislation and the voting "dry" of;
many States and counties In the lasteight years was given as the cause,
The appointment of receivers was made1
by Judge Hater upon a showing that Ithe company had defaulted payment
upon a Judgment of J3,f>18.
The company had 54.3."i0,000 outstand¬ing capital stock, and $4,S9?,000 bonds.!with Jfi.OoO.OUO stock and the same

amount of bonds authorized. Most;stocks and bonds were secured byi
mortgages on property owned by the
brewery company in Virginia. West
Virginia, Ohio, Pennsylvania. Indiana
and New Jersey.

In its statement, the company de¬
clared the voting dry of West Virginia
was "the last straw" in a series of
legislative acts which reduced seriouslythe sale of its product.
Reviewing the passage of laws in

Ohio, by which they said their business;
was reduced, officials of the company!
concluded with this statement;

"In lf«14 the crowning blow came in
the loss of West Virginia, where we
did a business of nearly $500,000 a year, |
to say nothing of old Virginia's voting
dry, to go into effect In 1916.
"The company has no debts or liabili¬

ties except its regular monthly ac-jcounts, accumulated since December 1,1and the Interest on its outstanding jbonds from July 1. due January 1, to-jgether with sinking fund require-Jmenta." J >

sistance when 600 bales of cotton on
her upper deck were removed. She
moved down to Hampton Roads to¬
night. and will sail to-morrow for
Bremen.
